ROOT AND MILES 


A Conference as to Troops 


at Santiago. 


WASHINGTON, August a—Secre- 


tary Boot epeut some time yesterday 
in conference with General Miles over 
official matters relating to the war de- 
partment. The secretary, accompanied 
by Adjutant General Oorbin, called 
upon General Miles in his office at the 
war department. The major general 
commanding the army was at his desk 
when the 
secretary called and all 


visitors were denied until the confer, 
enoe was over. 


Secretary Boot made the call while 


on a tonr of the war department, visit- 
ing the heads of the several bureaus. 
The secretary spent some time with 
each one, talking pleasantly over the 
general features of the work of tho 
particular bureau and receiving sug- 
gestions from the officials. 


It is understood that in the more ex- 


tended conference which the secretary 
had with General Miles the latter re- 
newed his recommendation that the 
United States troops now in Santiago 
should be brought north, leaving only 
a small garrison for guard duty, and 
selecting immuuee for this purpose, if 
possible.

OUB GUEST. 


G. W. Mudd, master mechanic Of 


ho western division, responded to the 
oast, "Our Guest" He told a good 
tory to start with aud then said that 
t would be uunecetsary for him to 
lortray the usefulness and ability of 
Mr. Garrett iu his life in Decatur and 
as a Wabash official. 
The officials and 


mployes of the western division sent 
heir best wishes and the speaker was 
sure that lie voiced the sentiment of 
all m wishing that Mr. Garrett might 
always live iu the shadow of the 
Almighty. 


OUB CITY. 


Mayor G. A. Stadler responded to 


the toast "Our City." He baid that 
JJecator wag a banner little city, bad 
30,000 industrious and happy citizens, 
wan located in the gardeu spot of Illi- 
nois and ou the banner xailroad. He 
said tbat 
the Wobabh 
paid taxes 


amounting to about $18,000 and paid 
salaries of about $(iuO,000, most of 
which was iu Decatur. The mayor 
said that the people were thankful to 
Mr. Garrett for bringing the offices to 
this city and that he hoped the suc- 
cessor would hare the same tpirit In 
his heart. In closing tbe speaker mid 
he hoped to see Mr. Garrett climb to 
the top and become president of the 
Reading road. 


OUR vVABASH RAILROAD, 


Mr. Garrett, wbo was warmly ap- 


plauded, responded to tbe toast "Our 
Wabash Railroad.'' He said: 


"Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen:— 


I can not vouch for the truthfulness of 
tbis story, but some mouths ago I 
understood tbat Mr. O'Donald, claim 
agent of the 
Wabash, 
was much 


exercised witL tbe many Latin pbratea 
that were being worked on him by 
Attorney Winston, so tbat Mr. O'Don- 
ald undertook to get even. He told 
his troubles !o Judge Burnett in St. 
Louis and asked him to write him a 
totin phrase, so tbat be could work it 
off at the proper time, and of tionrsa 
Jatlge Burnett immediately told Mr. 
'Winston what he had done. Winston 
was then anxious to meet O'Donald 


and O'Douald anxious to meet Win- 
ston. Some, time afterward they met 
iu the smoking room of a sleeper and 
Mr. O'Douald at onoo went forward 
to commit to memory the Latin ex- 
pression that he had iu his grip, "and 
when he returned, Mr. Winston started 
at him with more Latin, to which 
O'Douald promptly replied, and, as 
the story goes, Mr. Winston jumped 
np, grabbed O'Donald by the collar 
and said: 'Take that back, take that 
back I I don't let any man talk that 
way to me.' Poor O'Donald could do 
nothing but apologize. In fact, did 
not know where he was at—and to- 
iiight I feel very much like O'Donald, 
I do uot know where I am at. But, 
Mr. Chairman, business men of Deca- 
tur and brother railroad officials, I 
thank you most heartily for this ex- 
pression of good will. I feel that; if 
the sentiment was directly opposite, 
I could the more readily defend uiy 
position. For instance, if tbe gentle- 
men on the right would claim tbat the 
speed of the Wabash freight trains 
WAS so fast 
that the beef he was 


shipping in refrigerator cars was being 
jerked off the hooks, and the gentle- 
man directly opposite would claim 
that this same freight train was run- 
ning so slow tbat bis business was 
actually suffering, 
and tbat unless 


there was on improvement iu the time 
it would be necessary for fro.it ship- 
meuts to be routed 
via competing 


linen; the gentleman just beyond 
might claim that the Wabash trains 
were approaching tbe street crossings 
and tne county road crossings at such 
a high rate of speed, without sonnd- 
iug the whistle or ringing the bell, 
that it was absolutely dangerous to 
get anywhere near the right of way, 
while the gentleman opposite might 
claim that the unnecessary ringing of 
tbe bell aud sounding of the whistles 
of our trains at all public crossings 
and driveways was so alarming that it 
was absolutely 
unsafe 
to get 
bis 


skittish team anywhere 
near 
the 


Wabash right of way. In fact bis 
early 
evening and early morning 


slumbers were much disturbed by tbis 
unnecessary noise. Or four or five ol 
yon genltemu might petitiou the corn 
pany to place a crossing watchman at 
t-oino particular crossing, and, as soon 
as that man is appointed, the four 
property owners, on either corner, 
would object to the cabin for the pro- 
tection of the watchman, being located 
on the same side of the street. I say, 
if the supeiintendeut was attempting 
to defend a combination of this kind, 
because of the every day training, I 
feel that I could tbe more readily 
hold my own. However, I congratulate 
the Wabash railroad aud the city of 
Decatur on the fact that tbe division 
conditions have been such that it has 
been possible to establish and main- 
tain division headquarters 
at tbis 


point The officials ol' the Wabash rail, 
road have always felt that the city 
officials of Decatur looked upou the 
Wabash railroad as a taxpayer aud ex. 
tended to them, at all times, the 
courtesies due such persons. 
The 


Wabash railroad is deeply interested 
iu the welfare ot their employes, and 
we have felt tbat, at Decatur, our 
people have'been able to enjoy good 
health, to enjoy good government, to 
enjoy good schools, good churches, 
good streets, good places of amuse- 
ineut and associate with good people, 
nil of which tends to aid the standard 
of our employes, making them better 
citizens and better railroaj men. 


"The Wabash railroad, dnriug the 


year 181)8, disbursed on the pay rolls 
to the employes who make Decatur 
their home, in round figures, 1529,000, 
and, 
iu addition, made vouchers for 


electric light aud water used at Deca- 
tur during the same period, $6oOO, or 
a total disbursement, in Decatur, for 
these throe items alone of $535,500. 
Tbe pay rolls for tbe Decatur em- 
ployes, for the eix mouths ending June 
30, are about eight per cent in txoess 
of tbe same period last year, so that 
if the name conditions exist during 
the balance of the year, this company 
will pay to its employes, who make 
Decatur their home, during the year 
1899, more than $571,000. Meetings 
snob as we have tonight, at which 
time the townspeople meet and beqprae 
acquainted with !tbe officers of the 
railroad, are conducive to much good 
bringing tbe patrons closer to the rail- 
road. I regret tbat I will not be in 
charge of the division at the opening 
of the Decatnr passenger station. 1 
believe that each and every one of 
yon will agree with me that tbe 900 
employes of the Waabsh railroad, who 
make Decatur their home, an a credit 
to the city, and tbat Decatur may 
well feel proud to call tbem citizens. 


"I trust tbat yon will extend to my 


successor tbe same rapport that yon 
have given 
and every 


me* 
one 


when each 


I thank yon, gentlemen, from the 
bottom of-my heart"

DEOATUK'S FUTURE. 


John A. Browu was asked to speak 


of the "Future of Decatur." He told 
several stories and said tbat 70 years 
ago town lots for sale in Decatur wer« 
advertised in a Vaudalia paper which 
was the nearest paper to Decatnr. He 
spoke of Decatnr's condition when be 
came to the city in 1863 aud thought 
it had uot yet reached its end. Ho 
said that in 90 years the Wabash would 
have a double track with noiseless oars 
and smokeless engines, would have a 
pnblit building, a Protestant hos- 
pital, a big educational institution 
and a city hall, and that some of tbo 
rich men would die aud leave a 
donation for a public library, 


NOT PRESENT. 


The next toast on the program waa 


"Our Freight Interests," to which E. 
E. Fleming was to have responded, 
Mr. 
Bradley announced 
that Mr. 


Fleming was forced to leave iu order 
to catch bis train but that he left 
word that the freight ioterests of De-' 
catur would always be looked after. 


OUR VISITORS. 


G. 0. Kiiismau responded to the 


toast "Our Visitors." He said tha1 
the visitors from this and other divi- 
sious had come to do honor to one 
whom they 
loved, and 
who had 


endeared himself to both officials and 
employes. 
He hoped that his suc- 


cessor would have the same interest 
in affairs. 


OUR DEPOT. 


The above was the subject of a toast 


by ex-Mayor B. Z. Taylor. 
Mr. Tay< 


lor's speech made a nice wind np for 
the evening as he made a hit anc 
everyone felt good. He had a big roll 
of blue prints on which were drawings 
aud he stated that these were the 
plans of iiew depots which were to 
have been built at different times and 
which 
were approved by different 


mayors. He spoke as follows: 


"Mr. Toaetmastor and Gentlemen 


—Our depot was built iu 1854—45 
years ago. Since tbat time the rail- 


road companies have built quite a 
number of them. 
When we want oue, 


all we have to do is to appoint a com 
mittee, and iu a short time it ia 
erected. I have blue prints of tbo 
different structure! and the dates ou 
which they were presented for in- 
spection. If I ratty be pardoned for 
ante-datiug for a short time, I shall 
take you back of 1870, when the late 
Hon. Frank Priest represented tbe city 
and was presented with the bine print 
which I hold iu my hand, and which 
was accepted by our citizens. We 
como next to 1878, when that Illus- 
trious aud high-minded citizen, Hon. 
Martin Forstmeyer, represented tbe 
city. At this time oar citizens ac- 
cepted another blue print, which was 
presented to him. bo on with other 
representatives, the 
Hon. 
Messrs. 


Waggoner, Shellabarger, Meriweatber, 
Chambers, Kauau, Moffett aud Conk- 
liu, bringing us up to 1897. With the 
assistance of the railroad companies 
they, too, all built a 
depot—blue 


print. 


"The two years following, '97 and 


98, I was going to have a depot with 
out failure. After spending a great 
deal of time in Chicago* and St. Louis 
with railroad officials, I was assured 
by Mr. Ramsey and Mr. Garrett that 
iu CO days they would be breaking 
ground for the foundation" of a depot 
I returned home feeling confident ] 
bad accomplished something for our 
people, and, tbat night, I dreamed 
that Mr. Ramsey was holding the 
plow aud our 
snpeirntendeut, Mr, 


Garrett, was driving the team—the 
earth was moving, and Mr. Garrett 
said: 'Play 
ball! }*o 
more blue 


prints I' 
Lo, and behold 1 wbeu 1 


awoke in the morning, a bine print 
was staring me in the face, with the 
Wabash offices all selected on tbo west 
sida 


"Our present mayor hardly bos got 


on his depot clothe* as yet, but wheu 
lie'do, M think he'll do quite at, well 
as the bostjpf us have done. 


"I beilteveyet tlie time will come 


wheu tbere will be a bulking erected 
for a depot which shall be a pride to 
us all BO long as we live. Let as hope 
that it will be boon. 


"Mr. Garrett, I take tbis 'oppor- 


tunity of thanking yon for your UOB 
pitality and the manner in which you 
have treated me, and I can assure yon 
that the citizens of Decatnr appreciate 
all yon bave done for them aud very 
sincerely regret your departure from 
us. Our Wish, is: ' May success attend 
yon wherever yon may go.'" 


At the close of Mr. Taylor's speech, 


which was applauded witb enthusiasm, 
Mr. Garrett arose and said tbat be bad 
made goine efforts to get a new depot 
He regretted that bo would not be in 
tbe city when tbe depot was opened. 
Be made a little joke which the peo- 
ple saw fit to apply to the ex-mayor 
and Mr. Taylor1 aud Mr. Qarrett 
laughed BO hard over it that tbe 
speech ended there. 


OLOSLNO SPEKOa 


Judge Nelson closed with a few 


words. Ha laid that no man had ever 
come to Decatur who had made inch 
an impression in so short a time and 
he expressed the nope that Mr, Oarrett 
would not stop nnttt he had the title 
of "general manager" over bit door.

disabled by scurvy. Until the research- 
es of physicians showed that it owed 
ita origi» tj> the lack of fresh vegetables, 
its ravages were frequent and wide- 
spread. In 1795 there was introduced 
into the British navy the admirable 
regulations of provisioning ships-of- 
•war drawn up by Blanc. Since then 
gcnrvy has almost disappeared. At the 
present time it is seen only in excep- 
tional circumstances, such as have re- 
cently arisen in the Klondike. Even in 
the long, lonety voyages to the pole 
our means of furnishing the crews with 
vegetable food in various forms has 
prevented any outbreak of importance.

Year Farther T«ward« the 


Settln* Suua. 


The query, "Where is the west?"— 


the west as a locality and not as a point 
of the compasa—has, for several ren 
eons, acquired a new interest in recent 
times. In the political nomenclature 
of the latter part of the days wh*> 
slavery Was in existence Kentucky 
Tennessee and Missouri were classed 
with the south, although in the earlier, 
times all three of these states were 
considered, and rightly so, part of th« 
west. It was as western states that 
Kentucky and Tennessee, under Bpeak 
er Clay, of the former state, turned the 
(.cale In favor of war ag-ainat England 
in 1812, and coerced the peace-loving 
Madison, against the counsel of th« 
other man of peace, Jefferson, Into the 
adoption of a war policy. It was as o 
western state that the northern mem- 
bent of «ongress in 1819-'20 sought to 
shut slavery out of Missouri. 


Geographically speaking, it was in 


1788 that the webt began to have a local 
habitation and a name. That was th< 
5 ear in which the colony of Manassct 
Cutler, Samuel Parsons and Eufui Put 
cam laid the foundations of Ohio. Thf 
pioneers of Kentunky and Tennctse« 
had planted settlements in their local 
Hies eailicr than this, but Kentucky 
was then regarded merely as an CTten- 
sioii of Virginia, and Tennessee au 
elongation of North Carolina. Ohio, or 
the other hand, as well as the rest of th« 
states of the old northwest territory 
were considered from the outs.«t to b« 
pmbryo commonwealths. It was ar 
langcd from the beginning of their ex 
{stence that theie were to be separate 
states, which were to have all the pow- 
ers and to 1*3 subject to all the obliga- 
tions of tho original 13 membsrs of th* 
national sipterlrood. 
As a concrete 


geographical fact the we^t as a locahtj 
had its beginning on that April dny il 
1783 when Putnam's and Farbon's May 
flower, with itu load of pioneers from 
New England, sailed down theOhio an<1 
planted their settlement at the mouth 
of thi- Jlukkingtim. 


A» a geographical mark tl.c west 


was a continually receding line froiv 
the beginning of the go-u'rnment on 
vard until a few years ago, when tin 
Pacific slope started to become vridelj 
nettled. A hundred jcars ago "Oul 
West" meant an} vthcre from Kochestct 
or Buffalo south to Oordo,rmllo, Va., 01 
3reens>borough, N. C. The line mo\ed 
elouly for the next few years, butaftet 
the introduction of steamboats on the 
rivers west of the Alle^Genies and the 
advance of the \erge of the settled area 
to the prairie country the march per 
ceptibly quickened. 
When Daniel 


Boone died in 1820 the western verge o 
the settled area of the United Statei 
had reached him in Missouri. Kit Car 
son saw It cross the Eockj mountains 
and ten years ago. when the state o 
Washington y»s admitted, the westerly 
line occupied the Pacific shore from th« 
Mexican boundary to Canada, The olc 
classifications of the states has becom« 
obsolete.

THE QUEEN AND THE POPE. 


Leo'» Vt»lt lo EnKl»»d, ••»» "• 


Effect Upon HI* SnbMCimettl 


Career. 


Leo XIII. takes a great Interest in all 


the festivities in connection with the 
queen's birthday, and has ordered his 
prhate secretary, Mgr. AngeU, to keep 
Mm pouted in regard to the fetes, "ihe 
sovereigns of our generation are get- 
ting very few," he said the other day, 
"and 
1 always hear of honors to those 


who have lived long with sympathetic 
pleasure." The pope has, however, a 
specially kind feeling toward Queen 
Victoria. He has never forgotti-n the 
rimt he paid to England and h:s au- 
dience with the queen at the end of 1845. 
Leo XIII., then simple Mgr. Pecci, was 
leaving Brussels, where he had been 
nearly three year» as papal nuncio, and 
was to a great extent induced to go to 
England by Baron von Stoclnonar, the 
jreat friend of Leopold I. and Queen 
Victoria, and who held the young 
prelate iu the highest esteem. The au- 
dience and reception which he received 
from the queen and the prince consort 
Impressed Mgr. Pccci's imagination BO 
mueh that he wrote a long and cnthu- 
•ioatlc letter to his relathes, and the 
missive is kept as one of the precious 
relics »t the palace at Carpineto. Lco'fl 
jirthplace. In the letter he describes 
the personal appearance of the young 
«ov9»elgn—her chief beauty, according 
lo his impression, being her inugnlfi- 
reutaiid profound eyes, and what seems 
lo have affected him above all vvas the 
•flection reigning betwecu the young 
royal couple. 


What is not generally known is the 


sffeot this visit had on the career of 
Mgr. Pecci. On leaving Brussels King 
Leopold gave him an autograph lettei: 
iorPope Gregory XVI., in which, speak- 
cg of the young priest, he said that: 
'Seldom have I met such devolion to 
July, good intentions and loyul con- 
Juct." Such a letter could hardly ha\6 
Jailed to procure him the red hat, but 
through the delay caused by his visit 
.0 England he arrived in Rome after 
Ihe commencement of Gregory XVl.'s 
ast illness. The succeeding pope, Pius 
SI., hud as secretary of state the fa- 
nous Cardinal Antonelli. who person- 
ally disliked Mgr. Pecci. The latter bod 
ihun to wait until 1854 before being 
•aiserj to the purple.—Home Cor. Lon- 
lon Pall Mall Gazette.
